AN ORDINANCE amending General 
Ordinance No. G-97 by authorizing 
the vacation of a certain street. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Petition for the vacation of a certain 

street having been filed with the Fort Wayne City Plan 

Commission on April 19, 1976 following a public hearing 

thereon, all in accordance with Section 44, Chapter 174, 

of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, 

as amended by Section 3, Chapter 385, of the Acts of 1963 

of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana (Burns. Ind. 

Stat., 1974 Replacement, Sec. 53-744), the Thoroughfare Plan 

as set forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 adopted by the 

Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne on November 26, 1963, 

is amended by deleting the following street, to-wit: 

Roberts Street from the Southern Terminus of 
Lots Number Six (6) in Perry's Suburban Addition 
to the Northern Terminus of said street abutting 
New Kirkwood Park, Section "H" and that certain 
one-half of an unnamed street being twenty-five 
(25) feet in width abutting to and extending along 
the north property line of Lot Number Seven (7) in 
Perry's Suburban Addition to Hobson Road in Fort 
Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 2. After passage of this Ordinance, approval 
by the Mayor and legal publication, a duly certified copy of 
this Ordinance, of the recommendation of the Fort Wayne City 
Plan Commission, and of the action of the Mayor, shall be 
transmitted by the City Clerk to the Board of Public Works 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and

3. That your petitioners are the owners of Lots Six, 

i; Seven, Eight, Nine and Ten in Perry's Suburban Addition to the City 
ij of Fort Wayne; and thus, are the primary land owners abutting the 


j: real estate proposed to be vacated in this Petition, the remaining 
i abutting land owners being those individuals owning real estate in 
; New Kirkwood Park, Section "H", whose property does not have access 
1 to nor is it intended to have access to the real estate which 
petitioners would seek to be vacated. 

4. That said Roberts Street and said one-half of an 
unnamed street are currently totally unimproved and not being 


employed for vehicular traffic; and that Lots Six, Seven, Eight 
i Nine and Ten of Perry's Suburban Addition are also unimproved, the 
whole of said area being an open field area. 


5. That your petitioners would propose to use the real 
estate they now own together with the real estate that is proposed 
H to be vacated for the construction of church buildings and recre- 
ational facilities for the use and benefit of their congregation 
|| and members of the local community; and said proposed use of the 
: subject real estate would greatly enhance the aesthetics of 
the community and the efficient use of its now unimproved real 


estate. 
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6. That there is currently a fifteen (15) foot utility 
; easement located on and along the center line of Lots Six and 

|| Seven in Perry's Suburban Addition, which easement traverses

8. That, to the knowledge of your petitioners, no other 

! person, firm or corporation has any interest in the vacation here- 
proposed; and your petitioners have already been in communication 
; with various city engineering departments which have expressed 
, no serious objection to the proposed vacation or the plans your 
: petitioners have presented for improvement of the subject real 
| estate. 

9. That the areas proposed to be vacated are not neces- 
sary as ingress or egress to any other property whatsoever; that 

; maintenance of said street and said one-half of an unnamed street 
is not necessary or advantageous to the growth of the City of Fort 
Wayne; and that it would be in the best interest of the City of 
Fort Wayne, the citizens thereof, and the local community that said 
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proposed area be vacated pursuant to. this Petition. 

10. That your petitioners file this Petition pursuant to

the authority granted in Burns Indiana Statutes Annotated , Section 

153-744, in order to complete the vacation as above described. 

WHEREFORE, your petitioners pray that the Fort Wayne Plan 

Commission make a finding, and resolve and order that the above 

described portion of Roberts Street and that certain one-half of 

an unnamed street be vacated according to provisions of the Indiana 

law pertaining thereto, and that all further just and proper acts
